ADVISED BY STINSON 


Negro Leader Makes Strong Talk

Before Educational Confer- 


ence at Americus. 


Ga., July 19.—(Special.)—A 
good deal of favorable comment was 
aroused here today by the speech of 
Richard Dickeon Stinson, head of Mor- 
tis Brown college, Atlanta, dellvered 
before the negro educational conference 
now in session here. Hie gave some 
plain common-sense advice to the mem- 
bers of his race. Among other things 
he said: 

I am persuaded that we must not only en- 
courage education, but that kind. grade and 
class of education adapted to the severa! 
abilities of the various classes in the com- 
munities where they live. 

Practical education, in the ordinary mean- 
ing of that term, may mean industrial or it 
may not in the main. It does mean, however, 
that each person should nave that tgaining 
that will fit him to do the thing he can do 
in the most honorable, effective and paying 
way. , 

It is gratifying to note that the real leaders 
of the negro race are becoming more and 
more sane along this very important ine. 

For instance, the radical and uncompromising 
advocates of the so-called higher education 
are beginning to see (Wat they represent but 
the one class, and those who are most able 
to help themselves, while the class most in 
need of their aid and good advice are con- 
fused and too often made seif-opinionated, 
proud and foolish and are committing moral 
self-destruction. 

The advocate of higher education may be an 
honorable and sensibie propounder of the 
doctrine he preaches, but scores of these for- 
get what is made clear in the scriptures: 
that one, two and five-talented persons re- 
quire widely different sorts of training and 
that the individual or the class with the 
least amount of competency, like the man of 
one nt, is the most ready to frame ex- 
cuses and eng@der prejudice. 

The «industrial advocates claim that the 
larger class of humanity, and especially of 
our race, for years (to come, must work with 
their hands, and that, too, at menial work; 
that work for which the majority of us are 
fitted. 

That education, whether practical, indus- 
trial or other, that enables the masses to earn 
an honest livelihood, to preserve the morals 
of our womanhood, that warrants the employ- 
ment of that too large a class of malicious 
and ignorant boys and girls, omen and 
men who look upon work as humiliating and 
disgraceful to their training is the education 
that the unseifish minister of the gospel, the 
true and unselfish school teacher and the 
honest man in every household must stand 
for. f 

When wé have come to this wise con- 
clusion evéry man will be in position to 
work and provide for his family, a permanent 
foundation for high moral character will be

Preacher Makes Appeal for En-

FIGHT IS JUST BEGINNING 


Dr. John White Says Best Way to 
Get Rid of Prohibition, if It 
Is a Bad Law, Is to En- 
foree It Strictly. 


To a large audience in the Second 
Baptist church last night, in which was 
a liberal sprinkling of former anti- 
prohibitionists, who had been attracted 
by an invitation to “honest anti-pro- 
hibitionists,”’ Rev. John E. White de- 
livered a& sermon from the text: 
“Blessed ie the man that walketh not 
in the counsel of the ungodly, nor 
@tandeth with sinners, nor sitteth in 
the seat of the scornful; but whose de- 
light i8 in the law of the Lord.” 

In the course, of his sermon . 0ODe. 
White declared that these words of an- 
ciemt wisdom were especially applica- 
ble to respectable anti-prohibitionists, 
who, while holding themselves socially 
and otherwise aloof from the sort of 
peopie who run blind tigers and the 
‘““near-beer’ criminals, were giving com- 
fort to such people by condoning vive- 
lations of the prohibition law, because 
they were opposed to’ the law. ‘The 
law of the Lord,” in the Psalmist’s day, 
he said, ‘“‘was the law of the land—tne 
Mosaic legislation gaverning social re- 
lations aS well as the orderly religious 
Services.’

“Are you willing to see the prohibi- 
tion law surrender to tnis sort of at- 
tack, which is not really an attack 
on prohibition, but On the integrity of 
our institutions? 

“There are many anti-prohibitionists 
who are honest in therr convictions 
against such legislation as the prohibli- 
tion law and who cherish high ideals 
of citizenship.

Suppose 
I should visit Illinois ang consort with 
your criminal classes to have them vio- 
late one of your laws.for me. What 
would you think of me?’ Then he sat 
up and took notice. It had not oc- 
curred to him, he said, to look at the 
matter in that light. But he. finally 
agreed that on the dead square of fact 
and truth and right he had done that 
which was indefensible in any true con- 
ception of law and Order and good cit- 
izenship. 

‘We hage the prohibition law in At- 
lanta. No one disputes that its passage 
represented the will of the people of 
Georgia, The quection is not now on 
the merit or demerit of that sort of 
legislation.

How toe Get Rid of Prohibition. 


“If the prohibition law is not a good 
law, and there are some outside the 
criminal classes who think it is not, 
tnere is a way to get rid of it. It ig 
by executing it honestiy. Let the pev- 
ple be convinced that it is noi a good 
law bv the ill results which come from 
ite strict enforcement. Then appeal to 
the people for its repeal through (he 
legisiature. 

“Here is a fair field for a fight. Hee 
is open ground. Let us have it out 
here. If a law is bad, you can kill it 
by enforcing it. But the methods now 
at the front to discredit and defeat 
prohibition are below the belt. Slur 
and falsehood are not the weapons of 
brave men, nor of men who are sure 
they are right. Sneaking and contri’- 
ing to violate the law in blind tiger 
beer saloon is worse than 
cowardly, it is criminal. We belong to 
one class or the other. We are friends 
and supporters of law because it is la#, 
whether we make it or not, Or we afe 
enemies and despisers of a law because 
it does not happen to suit us. This 
line is the mark of 32 degrees Fahren- 
heit on the thermometer of good Citl- 
zenship in Georgia. 

“I have seen this issue fought out to a 
giorious finish over a similar question 
elsewhere, just as we may expect to see 
it fought out here over the prohibition 
law. In the mountain region along the 
east Tennessee-North Carolina line 
there were good men in 1890, who did 
not believe in such laws as thg United 
States revenue laws which prohibited 
them from doing freely as they wouid 
with their fruit and corn, The issue 
was drawn, however, in the name of 
the law. The man who made illicit 
whisky or sold it became a criminal. 
That was the first step. He was given 
his category. 

“The next step was that to befriend or 
to assist the moonshiner was to come 
under public suspicion. Finally, the 
law, because it was the law, drew good 
citizens imo one phalanx, and those 
who sympathized with law-breaking into 
another. Civilization triumphed in that 
reign with law as its slogan. Two 
months ago the brave man who had 
been the despised revenue officer of 
185, afterwards United States senator 
now United States judge, and mention- 
ed as a probable justice of the supreme 
court of the United States, led every 
one of those twenty mountain counties 
almost unanimously for state prohibi- 
tion in North Carolina, 

“This fight for law is on in Georgia. 
Let us keep the issug clear. Over this 
issue of the sacredness of law and the 
integrity of democracy there ought to 
be no division between good citizens, 
whether they have been prohibitionists 
or anti-prohiibtionists. When we have 
put the criminals and their abettors all 
in one class and the law-abiding, law- 
loving citizens in the other, then we 
wilP take up the question of prohibition 
—and try it by its results, ite merits as 
a policy of government toward the 
drink evil, its effects on the laws and 
interests of our people. If the evidence 
is against prohibition, we will 
eomething else. If the evidence vindi- 
cates prohibition, in the judgment of 
the majority of the people of Georgia, 
then we will keep it. That is the patriot- 
ism of this situation. But now, we 
have something else to attend to. We 
have a primary principle to rescue. Let 
the roll call begin, and this is the test. 
‘Will you stand for law, for its execu- 
tion as law, because it is the law, or 
do you take your stand with criminals 
against the law becaus, it is a lew that 
doesn't sii your opinions?’ ”’

Memphis, Tenn., July 19.—Tine Com- 
mercial Appeal will say tomorrow, as to 
the condition of crops in the cotton- 
growing states of the south: 

“The greater part of the cotton crop 
has gone another week's journey toward 
maturity without setback. The piant 
is large and well-fruited, and has a 
vitality that promises something for the 
future. It has been well cultivated, and 
is now being rapidly iaid by clean ot 
grass and weeds. 

“The weather was generally hot and 
dry during the week. The plant grew 
very fast, and the soil, having been 
abundantiy supplied with moisture Dy 
rains of the preceding weeks, sustained 
the pliant well. Many correspondents. 
however, express a fear for the future 
if raing don't come soon. They 38a3 
the plant is still succulent, having had 
an abundant eupply of moisture all sea- 
son.

From Educated Up to American Ideals of 


Independent

Havana, July '!6.—(Special 
spondence.)—Cuba continues to be an 
enigma to the American of average 
intelligence. It ie queer to see a coun- 
try. clamoring for independent govern- 
ment and doing so much to retard or 
prevent such a consummation. 

Americans Nave worked strenuously 
to promulgate the election laws, new 
accounting laws, municrpal and pro- 
vincial laws, laws for the executive de- 
partments, with efforts also directed 
toward amendment or modification of 
various codes, so as to get things upon 
a better working basis than in the 
past. Colonel Crowder, with some 
American assistants, abetted or other- 
wise by a large’staff of Cubans, has la- 
bored incessantly to get things in such 
shape that electidns would be forth- 
coming according to presidential or- 
der. But at every move there seems 
some obstruction. 

Leaving out tRe question of recodify- 
ing civil and criminal laws, the election 
laws and the procedure have had a 
hard time coming into life, and whether 
they will serve is a question too hard 
for the common mind to answer. The 
practical application of the simplest 
things seems encompassed with diffi- 
culties.

Fitness for office 
never seems to present 
Cuban mind. Personal popularity ‘s 
the only equation that is calculated 
upon. To the victors belong the. spoil, 
is an integral principle of all action. 
Men and women apply for offices and 
get appointed, too, the duties of which 
are to them a mystery. As an officta! 
said of a lot of typewriter operators 
sent to him, “They don't know a tyP©e- 
writer from a steam shovel.” But they 
entered upon duty and drew their sal- 
aries, the work of the government be- 
ing a secondary consideration, or no 
consideration at all. 

A certain official appointed a man 
an Office who could neither read oF 
write, giving him a better place than 
Others, ostensibly of the same grade. 
When remonstrated with, the official 
replied, “Why, he is the husband of 
my child's nurse.” 

Another man got appointed as an en- 
gineer en a revenue cutter who had 
not pasked the engineer's examination, 
having life and property) entrusted lo 
him. <A clerkship in a responsible po- 
sition with a salary of $200 a month 
was given to a young man, an usher ia

When the matter of printing 
nection with the elecifons came 
the pFfinters refused work if 
was a time limit exacted.

It will be remembered that when Gov- 
ernor Magoon appointed six Arnerican 
officers to act as provisional governors 
in the island, he requested and urged 
the three parties to get together and 
by mutual conrent appoint six Cubans 
to fill those offlees until the elections 
would settle the matter. After consid- 
erable takk (and talk is the main busi- 
ness here) it wag found ftmpogsible to, 
expect agreement along this line, and 
the governor had reluctantly to ac- 
knowledge the truth American acting 
governors are etill in control. 

When the conservatives met to nom- 
inate the alcalde for the municipality | 
of Havana, Julio de Cardenas, the pres- | 
ent incumbent was proposed to succeed | 
himself, while an opponent submitted 
the name of a member of the ayunta- 
miento, whereupon the son of Cardenas} 
drew a revolver upon the speaker; this 
Wag “struck from his hand and a g*fn- 
eral melee followed in which sticks 
and fists took an active part. The pa'- 
tisans of Cardenas’ opponent were said 
to have been in the majority, but Dbe- 
came demoralized and numbers qguitted 
the hall. and the Cardenas inen heid 
the floor. Cardenas, accordingly, was 
nominated by the ‘conservatives after 
the opposing party was put to flight. 
This was merely a meétting of what is 
generally thought to be the more rea- 
sonable party, and simply to nominate 
a mayor. It will be interesting to see 
how the other municipalities will act, 
particularly in the oriente and coun- 
try districts, as Havana has always 
been lese active and belligerent thaa 
other places in the island. 

The State’s Governess. 


The provisiona! governor is in reality, 
as some witty writer named him, “nur- 
sery governess to the state,’’ for the 
most trivial things are referred to him 
in solemn conciave. <A ehort time ago 
the residents of a couple of small 
houses on a back street in Santiago de 
Cuba got into a @ifficulty. It seems 
that No. !8 had water service, while 
No. 20 had none, but the tenant of the 
latter succeeded in tapping the pipes 
of the former and thereby § secured 
water. No. !6 objected and the meat- 
ter was referred to the governor for 
action and referred back to the depart- 
ment of geate and fustice. Loca! au 
thorities advised thie course. claiming 
that in the present state of affairs it 
would not do to refer the matter to 
the courts. It is hard to see why the 
aggeremor could. not have been forced 
to disconnect hie pipes or pay for the 
water service, and that without any 
great exertion on the part of officials. 

Another time some one found that a 
guajero had built a palm shack which 
encroached wpon 4a country road about 
six inches, the road being merely a 
wagon track, without even a footpath 
on either side. According to the com- 
plainant the aggressor was using eéix 
inches of public land. This matter was 
also referred to the governor, being 
too delicate and complicated to intrust 
to the courts.

It is more difficult than in 
the states. The negroes are taking a

There Is a Better Class, 


I would not have it believeg that 
there is not another class. There are 
Cubans here of finer traits, more cor- 
rect principle, broader views, who re- 
fuse to affiliate with the rabble that 
now seems on the threshold of author- 
ity. They are a proud, sensitive, dig- 
nified péople, who seeing no prospect 
of success, withdrew from all partici- 
pation in what they consider a de- 
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7 
grading struggle. These people, if they 
had a chance, as far as their lights 
go would do the right, would be ac- 
tuated by principle, but it is a fair 
inference to draw that they would 
lack strength to control the other 
class, who are so largely in the m@4- 
jority. Even the Cuban with some 
ideas of patriotism, looks at things 
from a different standpoint than an 
American. All hig life he was subject 
to absolute authority, and when that 
was removed he found it hard to make 
an adjustment between that and con- 
stituted authority upheld by the will 
of the people. It has never yet oc- 
curred to him that to pull down con- 
Stituted authority for personal rea- 
sons, provided he could do it, was 
treason to the state, and still further 
is he from knowing that a government 
built upon no stronger principle than 
personal popularity cannot stand—that 
union under guch conditions ig impos- 
sible. 
Situation Is Not Encouraging. 


The American is setting the Cuban 
an example of obedience to constituted 
authority in the conduct of affairs in 
Cuba, but the Cuban as a rule does 
not see it. The president of the United 
States believes that Cubans will be 
fitted for self-government by next 
February, and has issued instructions 
accordingly, The Americans are bend- 
ing every energy to come to time, or 
bring the Cuban to time, though as the 
days go on the obstacles do not seem 
to grow less. 

The customs receipts are steadily 
falling off, business men are canceling 
orders, in spite of manly struggles 
business interests are suffering, the 
railroads cutting salaries in all di-

Under present conditions the troops 
of this state may be called out by the 
president. 

if the Stephens pill is passed in the 
house, for it has already been paesed 
by the senate and favorably reported 
by the house committee on military af- 
fairs, it will make it possible for “‘Geor- 
gia volunteers” to be organized who are 
not subject to the command of the 
president, but only to the command of 
the governor of Georgia.

AMERICAN TEAM 
BOUND 10 WIN 
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So Commissioner Sullivan Says 
of Olympic Championship 


Sullivan Is Confident That Unite@ 
States Athletes Will Take the 
Title for Track and Field 
Events Despite the Han-~ 
dicaps Put on Them 


London, July 19.—The United King. 
dom, which, before the opening of the 
Olympic games at the stadium had a 
big lead over all other nations, in-the 
number of wins in the contest for su- 
premacy in all sports, most of which, 
however, were scored in competition in 
which no other nation took part, al- 
most doubled that lead during the past 
week. and, furthermore, overtook the 
American team in the count for track 
aand field events. But this has not 
served to dishearten the American 
athletes and those of their countrymen 
whe accompanied them to Engiand. 

Americans Willi Win. 


James E. Sullivan, the commissioner 
representing the United States, said 
this evéning: 

‘We have come here to win the cham- 
pionship in field sports, and we are go- 
ing to do it, despite the handicap from 
which we are suffering. This handicap 
has been twofold. In the first place, 
the men came to a country having the 
worst possible climate for those unused 
to it, and this affected them very seri- 
ously, more seriousiy than those not en- 
gaged in the games have any idea of. 
It is not only with men cannot get into 
their best form, but the weather condi- 
tions make them low-spirited. 

“The other handicap against which we 
have had to contend is the manner in 
which the heat drawings have been con- 
ducted. The drawings have gone against 
us in the 1,500-meters race. when our 
best men—Sheppard and Halstead—were 
pitted against each other, and the same 
thing occurred in the 800-meters event, 
the heats of which will be run off to- 
morrow. 

Bad*'-uck or Bad Drawing. 

‘Sheppard and Halstead were drawn 
against eac other for a second time. 
Bromilow ahi Ramey also have been 
put into a h@€at together in this event, 
while in two’ other heats of the 800- 
meters, not a single American has been 
drawn. It is either extraordinary bad 
luck, or the manner in which the draw- 
ings have been made, that has resulted 
in such unfavorable conditions for the 
Americans.” 

Mr. Sullivans concluded by saying: 

“The-United Kingdom had its innings 
in the distance events last week; the 
Americans will have their turn this 
week in the sprints, hurdles and jumps.”

Higher Level of Prices Estab- 
lished Proves Attractive 


CONFIDENCE [IS GROWING 


Prominent Fimanciers Express the 
Opinion That the Outlook Is 
Hopeful — Question of Ad- 
vance in Freight Rates 
Attracts Attention. 


New York, July 1§.—The market for 
Securities last week showed a degree 
of vitality that offered encouragement 
to holders and afforded opportunity for 
marketing holdings On the moderate 
Scale that was attempted from time to 
time in consequence of the attractive 
higher level of prices established. That 
level attained the highest point of the 
year in the case of a number of the 
conspicuous stocks and by consequence 
the highest touched since the spring 
Of last year. 

There were sales sufficient to cause 
an occasional wavering of the price 
movement and an irregular market 
where new advances accompanied the 
setback in stocks previoualy advanced. 

Few Offering for Sale. 


The characteristic feature of the 
transactions, however, was the compara- 
tive paucity of the offerings for sale 
and the relative ease, therefore, with 
which operations to advance prices were 
made effective. These operations were 
admittedly largely professional and 
Showed the manipulative devices usual 
in the professional conduct of leadersbip 
in speculation. 

For.the success which attended these 
efforts the strong technical position of 
the market and the general improvement 
in speculative sentiment must. be al- 
lowed credit. This sentiment found ex- 
pression fram many sources in the 
financial, industrial and commercial de- 
g@artments of affairs. There was an un- 
uSual number of statements of hopeful 
views and opinions on the part of promi- 
nent financiers and capitalists in the 
form of interviews to the newspapers. 
‘lhese were the more effective inspiring 
confidence because of their agreament 
on the main points of the situation in 
wWnicn the expressed ‘hopefulness was 
based, and which are sufficientiy obvi- 
ous. to the ordinary observer to be 
oonfirnned in the news of the day 

Advance in Freight Rates. 


Much attention was attracted through- 
Out the week to the question of advances 
in freight rates py the railroads. Much 
remains to be settled, both as the 
policy in this respect to be followed by 
the railroads and as to the effect of 
Such policy on the general business 
prospects. Outspoken arguments have 
come from prominent railroad officials 
in behalf of an increase, the contention 
being that advances in freight rates 
have not kept pace with the rise in 
prices of -materials and labor go that 
profits on the present bases are not 
sufficient to establish credit such as 
Will secure the use of capital for the 
extensions and betterments. Much of the 
Stagnation in demand for industrial out- 
rut is held by this argument to be trace- 
aolie to the paralysis of credit under 
which the railroads have been suffering, 

It is urged that an alternative to rate 
increases would be reduction of wages, 
and the frank opinion goes with the 
argument that a disastrous strike would 
result from such action. The filing of 
notices with the interstate commerce 
commission of proposed changes in 
qreighat rates repreeenting advances 
show the practical steps taken toward 
the adoption of their policy. 

Wide Divergence of Views. 


On the question of a comprehensive 
advance in rates, however, there is ad- 
mitte@ly wide divergency of views 
amongst railroad officials themselves, 
while representative bodies of manufac- 
turers and shippers are very emphatic 
in protests against a rise in freight 
rates at a time when industries are de- 
pressed and price concessions called for 
to stimulate revival of demand. 

Money market supplies have continued 
abundant and have afforded resources 
for holding securities which protected 
the market from any pressure of reali- 
zation sales and helped to encourage the 
taking on of new holdings. 


DIVERTING POOR ALIENS 
FROM CROWDED CENTERS 


How Immigrants Are Being Sent to 
Sections That Need 
Labor. 


Waehington, D. C., July !9.—Cold fie- 
ures show, in a striking manner, the 
effective work of the division of infor- 
mation of the bureau of immigration 
@nd raturelization in diverting hun- 
Greds of poor aliens from the crowded 
centers of the country to fertile farms 
and other places, where there is a big 
demand for that class of laborers. This 
bureau is charged with the great under- 
taking of promoting a pbeneticial distri- 
bution of admitted aliens and others 
seeking employment by an act of con- 
gress, but the actual work of distribu- 
tion is conducted by the information 
branch of the immigration service in 
New York. 

The method employed its to send out 
cards to ail persons unable to secure 
necessary help, including farm laborers, 
common laborers and mechanics. What- 
ever of help is needed is indicated by 
the representatives on the return posta! 
cards. About nine hundred thousand 
carde have been scattered broadcast 
over the oountry, and it is estimated 
that altogether about four million cards 
will be gent out tn the near future. From 
the let of February, last, to the cloee 
of June nearly one thousand aliens and 
others had been gent in response to 
@pplications to various parts of the 
country. Twenty-six nationalities are 
reported in the distribution, and the 
employment secured was principally 
farm work.

ANCIENT CITY IN FLUTTER 


Grenxt Masses of Troops Assembied 
to Take Part in the Exercises 
in Celebration of the 
Founding of Quebec 
by Champlain. 


Quebec, Quebec, July 19.—This quaint 
old city is in a flutter of anticipation 
over the arrival of H. R. H., the prince 
of Wales, who will sail into the har- 
bor next Wednesday aboard the new 
British battleship, the Indomitable, to 
inaugurate the 300th anniversary of 
the founding of Quebec by the French 
navigator Champlain. 

The coming of the future king of 
England is a significant event in 
which all Canada is deeply interested, 
for aside from the pageantry of a 
royal visit it is a notable expression 
of the strong bonds now existing be- 
tween the imperial government and 
its American colony. 

Great Masses of Troops. 


Great masses of troops are being 
assembled here to do honor to the 
future monarch, and to take part in 
the Champlain exercises. The harbor 
already presents a. stirring naval 
spectacie with the British battleships 
Exmouth, Albemarle, Russell and Dun- 
can and the cruisers Venus and Arro- 
gant, the French battleships Leon Gam- 
betta and Admiral Aube, which will 
soon be joined by the United States 
battleship New Hampshire anqdg later 
by the prince of Wales’ squadron, the 
Indomitable, Minitaur and other ships, 
the whole presenting an assemblage of 
the latest Dreadnaught types of three 
foremost naval powers. 

Although the founding of Quebec is 
the primary purpose of the celebra- 
tion, the coming of the prince of 
Wales, Field Marshal Lord Roberts, 
the duke of Norfolk and many other 
notable personages, is proving of far 
greater interest than the historical ex- 
ercises. 

Splendor of Fature King.

INTERESTING LETTERS 
ABOUT BEEF INDUSTRY 


The articles which have appeared in 
The Constitution about the beef indus- 
trv in Georgia have attracted wide- 
Spread attention. Many interesting 
communications are being received 
about the raising of stock in the state. 

Below will be found some of the more 
recent and interesting of these letters 
from the people: 


Editor Constitution: I see you published my 
writing in part in your Tri-Weekly of June 
I mailed you with the article a letter 
I had received from the firm of Shippey 
Bros. & White, who run a stock yard— 
and to such stock yards the producers 
of live beef cattle have to drive ar ship for 
to get into to be recognized by the beef-on- 
foot buyers and porter house steak producers. 
You did not publ¥sh the letter I had re- 
ceived and incloged to you with my writing 
which gave the prices for the several grades 
of cattle they auctioned off shipments made 
to them, and these prices were from 1 cents 
per pound to 8% and 4% cents per pound 
for the very best fat steers. It seems that 
cattle a producer takes to Atlanta must go 
through and be sold at auction before the 
producér can get rid of them, when, as in 
my instance of wanting to sell some fat steers 
I had to sell, was told by a packer ta ship 
to this Shippey Bros. & White stock yard, 
where ] would experience what my fat 
steers would bring me, but I concluded not 
to get myself into that kind of a trap to 
Shipp into and concluded to leave the cattle 
er steers quietly grazing and roaming about 
on the farm, well supplied with a thousand 
and more nature’s own producion of grasses 
om the red clay hills of good old north Georgia 
epurs of the Appalachian mountains. 

No, Mr. Editor, there is no famine in beef 
cattle in Georgia, and if the cattle buyers’ 
truest will only pay us producers a living 
price for dtr cattle you city people then can 
fight them on porter house steak from 80 to 
60 cents per pound robbery. 

You should not suffer such a swindie, for 
it is nothing else but such! I have read 
severa) of those articles you published in your 
Tri-Weekly on the 38th of June and one 
told us about why the Angora goat is not 
raised. Yes, and | will add the question, 
why not the sheep? Well, why not—simply 
Georgia has not a dog law. The man whe 
signs himself Nathan Frochlich (which means 
happy). who says that whenéver the farm- 
era raise blooded cattle (why, Mr. Ficthiich- 
Happy)—haven't our cattle blood in them? 
Then well what? You say they will weigh 
more, but you forgot to tel) us raisers of the 
cattle whether you will. make up a new com- 
bine and pay us more or not. You say high- 
est prices obtainable. Well, ain't you do 
ing that now?. No, Mr. F., the farmers 
ain't in the dark; it's you combiners who are 
in the dark in not paying govd prices for 
fat beef to induce the raising of such fat 
beeves. There's where the dark comes in. 
Why don't you try the producing or raising 
of fat cattle? Mr. Sawtell tried it Mr 
L. White, of Riverside, Ga., talks about 
that there myst be something radically 
wrong with our markets here Yes, Mr. 
White, the cattle buyers trust, and why 
don't the authorities get at them—Il mean 
the law—and clean them up? Why, oh, why 


not? Don't the people pay them Dig sal- 
aries”? 1 mean these officers of the law? 
Have they ever tackled a trust in Georgia 
or in Atlanta, where the trusts and com- 
bines are in full bloom?

The quéstion with this here beef raising 
industry is, fireat of all (I am a raiser of 
cattle), why do we allow a trust or combine 
of packers and get no reasonable compensa- 
tion, as out west, for the cattle we raise? 

That there is a trust or combine in buy- 
ing or paying so littie for fat or, in fact, 
any grade of cattle a raiser of such takes 
not alone to Atlanta, but to every little one- 
lborsee town where there is a butcher must be 
a fact. Such should be investigated, as the 
law of Georgia don’t allow such, if I know 
the law. 

When we get this beef trust broke up and 
punished. if such there is (Il mean punish- 
ment). You have lots of trusts in Atlanta, 
then it’s time enough to talk about blooded 
stock and such. These are my sentiments. 
Grab it by the root of the present existing 
evil.

Editor Constitution: Several interesting ar- 
ticles lmve appeared in The Constitution ip 
regard to beef raising [n Georgla. 

When George Francis Train was asked 
how to make Kansas City as large a meat 
packing center as Chicago he answered, ‘‘Kill 
more pigs.’’ 

The proper way to improve the local mar- 
kets and to iInerease the meat packing in- 
dustry in Georgia is to raise more meat. Mr. 
W. H. White, Jr., says, “ There ts shipped in- 
to Georgia a weekly average of more than 
1,600,000 pounds of fresh meats.’ On this 
basis it will only take about 80,000 head of 
cattle to supply the entire outside shipments 
of meat into the state annually. To fatten 
80.000 head of cattie would require only 
abou one-tenth of the cotton seed mea! pro- 
duced in the state, leaving enough to supply 
the fertilizer companies and the dairy men. 
This surplus is now being fed to cattle, sheep 
and hogs in England, Germany and Denmark 
Why shouldn't it be fed in Geergia? 

Several of your correspondenl|ts have com- 
plained about the local market for beef 
cattle. We cannot expect good local markets 
until we raise sufficient cattle to interest 
outside buyers or to justify the building of 
packing houses here. 

Several years ago the Gate City Oil Mil) 
fed about 8,000 Texas steers at that mill and 
about 2,000 Georgia-raised cattle were fed 
at the Southern Cotton Oil Company's mill 
Buyers came to Atlanta to buy these cattle 
from Chicago, Cincifinati, Richmond, Malti- 
more, Philadelphia, New York and other 
cities. The same result would follow the 
raising of cattle in suffictent numbers to 
justify buyers in coming to Georgia. Nearly 
all of these 6,000 head of cattle were shipped 
to northern and western cities. Of course, it

AIRSHIP SCOUTS 
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IN THE NEXT WAR 
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There'll Be Something Doing 
Above Earth, Say Military Men, 


TESTS BY UNITED STATES 


There Will Be Experiments at Fort 
Meyer for the Purpose ef Se- 
lecting Balloons for the 
Army and Navy. 


Washington, D. C., July !9.—‘ In the 
next war that is fought the advance 
column will be made up of balloons and 
airships.” 

This is the belief freely expressed by 
army and navy officere here. For this 
particular reason the army balloon tests, 
which are to begin at Fort Meyer next 
week, will receiwe much attention in 
military circles. It is understood that 
several of the military attaches of the 
diplomatic corps will be at Fort Meyer 
to take notes and report to their re- 
Spective governments. 

Dirigible Balfoon to Be Tried. 


One of the important results of the 
Fort Meyer tests probabiv will be the 
establishment of an aerostatic corps in 
the navy. Assistant Secretary of Navy 
Newberry will be one of the interested 
Spectators. it ig undérstood that the 
American Airship and Ballooon Corpo- 
ration s building a dirigible balloon to 
be tried out before a naval board when 
completed. 

Another enthusiast in the navy is# 
Rear Admiral CC. M. Chester, of the bu- 
reau of equipment Admiral Chester 
claims that aeronautics would be an ad- 
jJunct ef the navy, because the mariner 
is specially fitted to deal with the con- 
ditions that are met with in the air. 

Robert P. Henderson, chief engineer 
of the battleship Missouri, has made ex- 
tensive experiments, having for their 
object the application of the gyroscope 
to flying machines. He has the sup- 
port of Admiral Chester and other 
naval officers in recommending the es- 
tablishment of a corps in the navy to be 
devoted to the applieation of aeronau- 
tics to naval warfare, 

Advance of Balloon Corps. 


The advantage to be derived from 
such a corps, properly equipped, was 
clearly demonstrated in the Japan-Rus- 
Sia war, when balloons were, for. the 
first time, employed in naval defense, 
although the idea had existed for some 
time. Experiments had been. made in 
France of palioon ascensions from the 
decks of men-of-war, and flights were 
made over the sea, demonstrating the 
Great possibilities in the way of re- 
conaissance. Without divulging the 
presence of the battieship, the balloon 
gives a radius of observation of sixty 
miles, instead of the ordinary range of 
twelve miles from the deck of the ves- 
sel. 

At Viadivostock, in the recent 
after a Russian destroyer and a cruiser 
had geen damaged by Japanese mines, 
Admiral Yesseen requested that a bal- 
loon detachment be formed to make 
observations around the harbor of 
Viadivostock. The results were so con- 
vincing that the Russian government, 
taking advantage of an offer of |.000,000 
rubles, made by Count E. Stroganovy for 
that purpose, bought a fast passenger 
Steamer in Germany and fitted it up as 
a floating depot ror the balloon detacn- 
ment.

A Ghost Story. 


This ghost story ts contributed by a corre- 
Spondent of an English megazine: ‘‘Wycol- 
lar Hall, near Colne, was long the seat of the 
Cunliffes of Billington.’ They were noted per- 
sons in their time, but evid days came, and 
thelr ancestral estates passed out of their 
hands. In the days of the commonwealth 
their loyalty cost them dear, and ultimately 
they retired to Wycollar with a remnant 
only of their once extensive property. About 
1619 the last of the family passed awa;. and 
the hall is now a mass of ruins. Little but 
the antique. fireplace remains entire. and 
even the room alluded to in the following 
legend cannot now be identified. Tradition 
says that once every year a specter horse- 
man visits Wycollar hal]. He is attired in 
the cogtume of the ¢arly Stuart period. and 
the trappings of his horse are of a most 
uncouth description. 

“On the evening of his vigit the weather 
is always wild and tempestuous. There is 
no moon to light the lonely roads, and the 
residents of the district do not venture d4ut 
of their cottages.
